1 . I, Lawrence L. Bell, am the named inventor in the above -identified application ("the 
present application"). 

2. I have come to understand that the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") has 
rejected claims pending in the present application over U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. US 2001/0049612 Al to Davis ("the Davis reference"). 

3. I have further come to understand that the Davis reference has an earliest effective 
prior art date of May 10, 2000, which corresponds to the filing date of a Provisional 
patent application (Ser. No. 60/203,521) to which the Davis reference claims priority. 

4. I hereby declare that I conceived of and reduced to practice the subject matter 
disclosed and claimed in the present application prior to May 10, 2000. 

5. Attached hereto are several pieces of correspondence including: 
Exhibit A: a letter to Patrick C. Fitzpatrick dated November 15, 1999; 
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Declaration of Lawrence L. Bell 
Application Mo. 10/601,649 
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Exhibit B: an email from Ray Fulton to Larry Bell (the instant Declarant) dated 

January 27, 2000; and 
Exhibit C : an email exchange between Larry Bell (the instant Declarant) and Doug 

Fisher dated March 3 1 , 2000 and April 3, 2000. 

6. The communications represented by Exhibits A-C evidence the fact that I 5 Lawrence 
L. Bell, was marketing what was known at the time as the "GREIT" plan (Exhibit A) 
and "419" plan (Exhibit B) and the combined "41 9/GREIT" plan (Exhibit C). 

7. U.S. Patent 6,609, 1 1 1 ("the '111 patent"), which was filed as U.S. Application Ser. 
No. 09/690,891 on October 18, 2000, and to which the present application claims 
priority, describes, at column 6, line 46 to column 7, line 6, the "GREIT" plan, the 
"419 EWB" (employee welfare benefit) plan, and the "Combination Plan." 

8. The "GREIT" plan, the "4 1 9 EWB" plan and the "Combination Plan" plan described 
in the e 11 1 patent are the same plans referenced in the communications represented 
by Exhibits A-C. 

9. Furthermore, the spreadsheet of Figure 6 of the ' 1 1 1 patent, which is identical to the 
spreadsheet of Figure 6 in the present application, shows a practical example of these 
plans. Similar spreadsheets were provided to potential clients during the time period 
represented by Exhibits A-C. 

10. Based on the foregoing, I declare that I conceived of and reduced to practice prior to 
the earliest effective date of the Davis reference the invention claimed in the present 
application.
